The idea of the new company 
is to provide means for extending tile 
bailies’ milk depots in New York and to 
try 
method of milk production that 
will snaffle tin* uixlimvy farmer to sup­ 
ply food. chan milk at a price that the 
poor of the city can afford. 
Up to the present time, the New York 
m Ik committee believes flint reformers 
have approached 
tile 
problem of im­ 
proving the milk 
supply 
entirely 
too 
much from the 
city 
standpoint, 
and 
narc concerned 
themselves 
with milk 
production mainly 
through ordinances, 
legislation and tile expensive operation of 
making certified milk. Out of the 2,<W)0.- 
0*hi quart# of milk which come to New 
York daily, however, only about lo,tun) 
quarts are certified. 
The price of this 
lit ilk. however, is prohibitive for ail but 
well-to-do. 
In s.-eking to improve th*. 
rest of the supply, two remedies have 
ie n offeretl: 
I. Wholesale pasteurization, which has 
been opposed by many on the ground 
that i? would put the producer of dirty 
milk on an equal footing w itll the pro­ 
ducer of clean milk aud thereby post­ 
pone iii** institution of desired sanitary 
reforms. 
2* Inspection at the source of supply 
which is nppr >v**! l»y all but is f**lt to 
b«* inadequate, owing to the prevalence 
(if tuberculosis among dairy herds, and 
the magnitude of supervising th* pro­ 
duction of milk at ,‘i5,000 farms, with a 
limited force of inspectors. 
A Possible Solution. 
As stated iii u letter written to Na­ 
than Straus on October 15, 11)08, the 
milk committee believes that tile solution 
af the milk problem is to be found neither 
iii one of these expedients nor the other, 
but iii both of them. 
It also believes 
that dean milk, even under improved 
conditions can be produced at a mud, 
low'er cosT than the fancy articles which 
now cornea from a few herds. 
This be­ 
lief is based upon careful experiments 
curried out by 
J lr. Charles E , North 
and Hr. A. H. Stewart, bacteriologist 
of the department of health in Phila­ 
delphia, which demonstrated two facts: 
First, 
that 
the 
wide open-mouthed 
milk pail used by th** ordinary farmer 
is a 
veritable depository 
for bacteria 
of th** worst description, dropping fro rn 
th** dirty, manure-coated udders, bellies 
ami Hanks of milch cows. 
Second, that 
taking such important 
sanitary operations us washing and ster­ 
ilizing milk palls, cans, and tither n*ce|>- 
tacles out of Hie farmer’s banda, and 
having them performed with surgical ac­ 
curacy at nome central 
place ilk** a 
creamery, at once eliminates th** many 
sources of milk infection on dairy farms 
such us infected water supplies, imper­ 
fect drainage, privies, kitchens, ete„ etc. 
Milk drawn from th** smut* cow into the 
farmer’s 
own 
broad-mouthed 
pail. 
washed after his own method, contained 
from an average of 130,001) to 140.000 
bacteria, while milk drawn into a nar­ 
row-mouthed pail absolutely sterilized at 
a central creamery and covered with 
clean strainer -doth contained from 150 
to 41*00 bacteria per c. <•. 
The conclusion 
that l*r. North reached worn, that if the 
farmer could be persuaded to tis** a 
narrow-mouthed milk pall, the steriliz­ 
ing of which, together with other impor­ 
tant sanitary operations could be done 
at a central creamery, milk averaging 
less than 10,000 bacteria, rhut is to say, 
equal in its bacteriological content to 
certified milk, could be drawn from the 
ordinary cow with little or no change 
from established conditions. 
Programme of Reform. 
The model milk company which the 
milk committee is organizing, proposes 
to purchase a creamery when* all pails 
ami vessels used by farmers will be 
thoroughly sterilised and will be given 
out to them tightly covered, when they 
bring in the milk fur shipment. 
Options 
on several creameries have already been 
secured at prices ranging from $1500 to 
$2500. 
Inasmuch as the adoption *>f sanitary 
measures ami the testing of cattle for 
tuberculosis are mutters 
of cost.

company will oiler on** advance in price 
for th** observance of simple sanitary 
measures, and another advance in price 
for the tuberculin testing of herds for 
tuberculosis aud the removal of tuber 
culous cattle from th** herds.

the problem of the nutritional value of 
pasteurized ami raw milk. 
In addition 
to the modified milk mid the whole milk, 
raw and pasteurized, the company will 
also sell a cheaper milk conli ag from 
those cows which have not been tested 
with tuberculin, and in making which, 
the farmers have not completed with the 
sanitary rules laid down by the com­ 
pany 
This milk 
will lie 
pasteurized. 
The idea of the company in short, is t<» 
provide in its stores any kind of milk 
which th** physical and pecuniary needs 
of any customer anywhere may demand. 
One of the main features of the com­ 
pany is its education motive. In tills it 
will co-operate with the New York milk 
committee which will publish and pay 
for all bulletins, statements and reports 
concerning the company ami its work. 
Hie creamery, with its group *»f farmers 
comprising a model unit for milk produc­ 
tion capable of indefinite expansion, will 
be used as an experiment station where 
facilities will I*** furnished rn demonstrati­ 
on the one hand. the efficiency of various 
sanitary operations Including 
th** 
sup­ 
pression of tuberculosis, ami on th** oth* 
*>r. the cost of such operations including 
their influence on the price paid to the 
farmer and tile cost to the consumer.—

Sept. 2S.—1The American 
volcanologist, Frank A. Perret, who 
has just arrivfd here, believes from his 
scientific deductions that this part of 
Sicily will again be the scene of seis­ 
mic disturbances. 
Mr. 
Perret 
said: 
‘’Wednesday, 
Sept. 29. is the date most favorable for 
earthquakes or eruptions. 
At that 
time the sun. earth and moon are in 
line with each other, and the moon 
also is at its nearest approach to th** 
earth. 
This combination occurs fre­ 
quency, tending to produce gravita- 
thin a I distortion of the earth's form, 
namely, to change th*' *arth from a 
sphere to ait * llipse. This extra strain 
often aet-’ upon the weak spots in the 
♦■arth’s c re st, causing them to give 
wray, and thus producing earthquakes 
or volcanic eruptions. 
“On Wednesday it happens that the 
planet Mars also is nearest to the 
earth, and also almost directly ’n line 
with the earth, sun and moon, while 
Saturn is nor far from the same line. 
Jupiter, although tar on the other s id e 
of the sun. is also in a line with the 
earth. 
It is true that the effect of 
these planets is very much less than 
that of the sun and the moon, but 
when their effect is added the strain 
will be greater than usual. 
“Thug I consider that Wednesday 
and Thursday will be very dangerous. 
Possibly nothing very special will oc­ 
cur, but this will simply mean that tho 
earth has resisted th© danger tha , 
nevertheless, exist* d,”
